SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


January  was  a  cold  month  with  frequent 
precipitation;  however,  appreciable  snow- 
fall was  noticeably  absent. 

Under  the  influence  of  frequent  outbreaks 
of  arctic  air  the  current  winter  trend  of 
below  normal  temperatures  continued.   Daily 
minima  dropped  to  near  or  below  zero  on 
several  occasions  in  all  areas  except  the 
extreme  southeast  where  they  remained 
slightly  higher.   Between  these  surges  of 
cold  air  the  mercury  climbed  to  moderate 
levels  which  presented  a  pattern  widely 
fluctuating  temperatures.   Pittsburgh,  for 
example,  reported  a  near  record  high  of 
60°  on  the  26th  where  3  days  prior  the 
maximum  reached  into  only  the  20s  with 
the  minimum  in  the  teens. 

It  was  during  the  milder  periods  when 
most  of  the  precipitation  occurred  with 
the  result  that  the  major  portion  fell 


as  rain.   Greatest  amounts  were  confined 
to  the  6th,  15th  and  26th  when  daily  a- 
mounts  reached  as  much  as  . 50  inch  to 
1.50  inch  generally.   Philadelphia  re- 
ported 2.00  inches  on  the  6th.   In  spite 
of  these  amounts  and  the  fact  that  pre- 
cipitation was  reported  on  more  than 
half  the  days,  monthly  totals  were  below 
normal  in  all  except  a  few  scattered  areas. 
Snowfall  too,  while  frequent,  was  well 
below  normal  with  totals  mostly  less  than 
10  inches.   A  number  of  places,  especially 
in  the  southeast,  received  only  1  or  2 
inches.   Thus  the  ground  remained  virtually 
free  of  a  measurable  snow  cover  after  the 
5th  when  the  remaining  snow  that  fell  dur- 
ing December  disappeared.

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July  issue 
of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  either  are  missing  or  were  received  too  late  to  be  Included 
in  this  issue. 

Divisions  as  used  in  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  September  1956. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  Table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours 
ending  at  time  of  observation. 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground. 
Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently  occasional  drifting  and  other 
causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  Table  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  Ice. 

Data  in  the  "Extremes"  Table;  "Dally  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the 
"Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hou'-s  endine  at  time  of  observation.   The  Station  Index  shows  observation 
times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  7:00  a.m.,  E.S.T. 

In  the  Station  Index  the  letters  C,  G,  H,  and  J  in  the  "Special"  column  under  the  heading  "Observation  Time  and  Tables",  indicate  the  following:

PREPARATION  AND  PUBLICATION  OF  THIS  BULLETIN 


Much  of  the  data  presented  in  this  publication  comes  from 
observations  taken  by  volunteer  cooperative  observers.   These 
observations  are  mailed  after  the  close  of  the  month  to  a 
Weather  Records  Processing  Center,  where  they  are  checked  for 
accuracy  and  completeness  and  placed  on  punch  cards.   These 
cards  are  used  to  prepare  copy  for  the  various  tables.   Print- 
ing and  mailing  is  done  at  the  National  Weather  Records  Center 
at  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

The  various  steps  all  take  time.   Records  for  any  state  can 
not  be  checked  by  machine  until  nearly  all  of  them  for  that 
state  have  been  received.   Printing  can  not  be  done  until  all 
tables  and  the  text  for  an  issue  are  completed  and  assembled. 

Constant  effort  is  made  to  speed  up  publication  and  still  main- 
tain high  quality  of  the  data.   A  realistic  deadline  for  mail- 
ing the  printed  Climatological  Data  has  been  set  as  the  15th  of 
the  second  following  month  (45  days  after  the  end  of  the  month 
for  which  data  are  published).   If  any  recipient's  copy  is  un- 
duly delayed,  the  Director,  National  Weather  Records  Center, 
Asheville,  North  Carolina  should  be  advised.

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65  F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  Table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours 
ending  at  time  of  observation. 
Normals  lor  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  eaulvalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground. 
Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently  occasional  drifting  and  other 
causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  abnormally  cold  weather  that  persisted 
since  early  in  December  finally  ended  about 
March  12  as  temperatures  succeeded  in  re- 
turning to  normal  or  above  normal  levels 
over  most  of  the  Commonwealth.   Daily 
readings  during  the  remainder  of  the  month 
were,  for  the  most  part  on  the  plus  side 
of  the  ledger.   Due  to  the  severity  of  the 
cold  during  the  first  part  of  March,  how- 
ever, monthly  temperatures  averaged  below 
normal  in  most  sections  for  the  4th  con- 
secutive month. 

By  far  the  most  noteworthy  weather  develop- 
ment during  the  month  was  the  complex  storm 
system  off  the  east  coast  that  affected 
Pennsylvania  on  the  6th  and  7th.   During 
what  is  now  termed  the  "Great  Atlantic 
Storm",  wind  driven  snow  was  reported  in 
all  sections  of  the  state  which  caused  ex- 
tensive drifting  that  consequently  iso- 
lated a  number  of  communities  for  one  to 
two  days.   Snowfall  was  quite  variable 


ranging  from  only  traces  in  the  extreme 
northwest  to  2  feet  in  parts  of  Somerset 
County.   Heavy  amounts  of  14  to  22  inches 
were  reported  in  southern  counties  from 
York  to  the  western  border  of  the  state 
as  well  as  in  the  central  mountains. 
Several  roofs  collasped  from  the  weight 
of  the  waterladen  snow.   East  of  the 
Susquehanna  River  precipitation  was 
mostly  a  mixture  of  rain  and  snow  so  that 
snowfall  measurements  were  generally  less 
than  6  inches  with  only  one  or  two  inches 
reported  in  the  northeast.   Winds,  how- 
ever, reached  50  to  60  mph  in  gusts  which 
broke  a  number  of  plate  glass  windows  in 
addition  to  causing  widespread  damage  to 
house  roofs,  utility  lines  and  outdoor 
signboards .

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Pennsylvania  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  State  Cllmatologlst  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport 
Station,  Harrisburg  State  Airport,  New  Cumberland,  Pennsylvania,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue 
of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  either  are  missing  or  were  received  too  late  to  be  Included 
in  this  issue. 

Divisions  as  used  in  "Climatological  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  September  1956, 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  **F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  Table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours 
ending  at  time  of  observation. 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet ,  or  ice  on  the  ground . 
Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently  occasional  drifting  and  other 
causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  Table  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Extremes"  Table;  "Dally  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the 
"Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hou-^s  endlne  at  time  of  observation.   The  Station  Index  shows  observation 
times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  7:00  a.m.,  E.S.T.

Station,  Harrisburg  State  Airport,  New  Cumberland,  Pennsylvania,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  Issue 
of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  either  are  missing  or  were  received  too  late  to  be  included 
in  this  issue. 

Divisions  as  used  in  "Climatological  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  September  1956. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  Table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours 
ending  at  time  of  observation . 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  lee  on  the  ground. 
Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently  occasional  drifting  and  other 
causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  Table  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  Ice. 

Data  in  the  "Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  In  the 
"Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hou'*s  endinc  at  time  of  observation.   The  Station  Index  shows  observation 
times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  7:00  a.m.,  E.S.T.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


May  was  noted  for  its  variety  of  weather. 
Frost  and  freezing  temperatures  were  re- 
ported as  late  as  the  10th  as  far  south 
as  Lancaster  County  while  record  May  heat 
was  noted  from  the  18th  through  20th  as 
the  mercury  soared  into  the  90s.   Thunder- 
storms were  numerous  throughout  the  month 
but  relatively  little  rain  was  produced, 
certainly  not  enough  to  alleviate  the 
spring  dryness  that  developed  during  April 
and  continued  unabated  through  May.   Rain- 
fall totaled  one  to  3  inches  generally 
leaving  deficits  from  normal  of  one  to 
3.25  inches  over  the  greater  portion  of 
the  state.   Dryness  was  most  acute  in 
northeastern  counties  where  rainfall 
totaled  less  than  one  inch  for  one  of  the 
driest  Mays  of  record.   In  the  Reading  area, 
however,  the  dry  spell  was  alleviated  ab- 
ruptly on  the  31st  when  an  early  evening 
thunderstorm  produced  3.20  inches  of  rain 


in  a  2  hour  period. 

The  most  severe  thunderstorms  were  those 
of  the  24th  when  hail,  from  pea  to  golf 
ball  size,  fell  in  southeastern  counties. 
Glass  breakage  in  windows  of  homes,  schools 
greenhouses  and  other  commercial  buildings 
exceeded  $100,000.   During  the  same  period 
a  small  tornado  developed  in  Bucks  County 
just  north  of  Washington  Crossing.   Damage, 
however,  was  relatively  light,  confined 
mainly  to  a  number  of  trees  in  Washington 
Park  where  the  tornado  crossed  the  Delaware 
River  into  New  Jersey.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  3-month  long  dry  spell  continued  unabated 
through  July  in  most  areas  of  Pennsylvania. 
As  water  shortages  mounted,  economic  con- 
sequences became  more  serious  particularly  for 
agricultrual  interests  who  have  been  suffer- 
ing from  insufficient  moisture  since  April. 
In  many  places  drought  conditions  intensified 
as  the  relatively  few  showers  and  thunderstorms 
yielded  only  10  to  30%  of  normal  July  rainfall. 
This  was  particularly  true  in  parts  of  the 
agriculturally-important  southeast  notably  Lan- 
caster , Lebanon  and  Berks  counties  where  monthly 
totals  were  less  than  .75  inch.   Reading  re- 
ported .52  inch  for  the  driest  month  since 
December  1955,  the  5th  driest  month  since  the 
turn  of  the  century  and  the  driest  July  of 
record.   Central  counties  were  also  hard  hit. 
In  the  drought-stricken  northeast  however, 
showers  on  the  18th  and  24th  yielded  more  than 
one  inch  of  rain  each  day  at  a  number  of  places 
to  improve  conditions  somewhat  over  earlier 
months.   Western  areas  fared  relatively  well 
receiving  60  to  80%  of  normal  rainfall.   A 
few  isolated  spots, particularly  in  northern 
counties  even  boasted  a  greater  than  normal 
monthly  total . 

As  of  the  end  of  July  rainfall  deficiencies  from 
normal  since  the  beginning  of  the  growing  season 
(April  1st)  ranged  from  one  inch  in  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Erie  areas  to  as  much  as  10  inches 


in  the  northeast  with  defecits  in  most  other 
sections  ranging  from  3  to  7  inches.   For 
eastern  Pennsylvania  deficiencies  of  such 
magiiitude  are  rare  especially  during  this 
period  of  the  year  with  the  result  that 
the  effects  were  very  pronounced  and  could 
be  seen  everywhere.   Rivers  and  streams 
reached  record  low  levels  at  a  number  of 
places,  lawns  were  parched,  pastures  dried 
up,  grains  and  hay  were  short,  fruit  did 
not  size  well  and  vegetable  yields  were 
relatively  small.   The  seriousness  of  the 
situation  was  exemplified  by  the  fact  that 
during  July  a  number  of  counties  were  de- 
clared emergency  disaster  areas  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  the  end  of 
the  month  51  counties  were  included  in  the 
program.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Frequent  showers  and  thunderstorms  during  August 
provided  the  most  generous  rainfall  since  March  over 
a  large  segment  of  Pennsylvania.     Many  eastern  coun- 
ties which  were  among  the  driest  in  the  state  received 
more  rain  this  month  than  in  June  and  July  combined. 
Amounts  totaled  anywhere  from  near  to  twice  normal 
to  ease  and  in  a  number  of  places  virtually  end  one  of 
the  longest  and  driest  spring-summer  seasons  since 
the  turn  of  the  century.     Improvement  in  the  general 
moisture  situation  was  noticeable  most  everywhere   in 
eastern  sections  as  vegetation  took  on  a  more  normal 
appearance.     Pastures  and  lawns  turned  green  and 
crops   not  already  fatally  injured  again  began  to  grow 
and  mature  although  yields  were  reduced  by  the  ear- 
lier dryness.     The  increased  rainfall  was  not  reflected 
in  the  streams  and  rivers, however,   as  they  remained 
at  near  record  low  levels  throughout  the  month. 

In  central  and  western  Pennsylvania  the  rainfall  pat- 
tern was  more  'spotty'.     A  few  widely  scattered 
places  reported  normal  to  above  normal  amounts,  but 
for  the  most  part,  the  60%  to  80%  of  normal  trend   in 
evidence  during  previous  months  continued  through 
August.     Many  places  in  southwestern,    southcentral 
and  portions  of  central  counties  received  less  than  1.  50 


inches  of  rain  during  August.     Arendtsville  in  Adams 
County  received  only  ,  47   inch  for  the  entire  month. 
For  these  areas  the  drought  continued  unabated  through 
the  5th  month. 

Rainfall  for  the  summer  months  (June,  July  &  August) 
totaled  from  more  than  16  inches  in  the  extreme   south- 
east to  less  than  5  inches  in   central  counties.      Except 
for  a  few  widely  scattered  localities  the  only  other  area 
to  receive  slightly  more  than  normal  amounts  was  the 
northwest.     Over  the  majority  of  the  state  summer  rain- 
fall was  only  60%  to  80%   of  normal  with  the  dry  north- 
east receiving  up  to  50%  of  the  three  month  total  duringj 
August.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


While  several  storms  during  the  month  added  to  winter 
woes  in  Pennsylvania,   conditions  from  the  29th  through 
the  31st  provided  some  of  the  most  severe  weather  in  a 
number  of  years.     With  the  exception  of  some  southwes- 
tern and  extreme  southeastern   counties,    4  to  6  inches  of 
snow  fell  during  the  passage  of  a  coastal  low  pressure 
system  that  developed  in  conjunction  with  a  cold  frontal 
passage.     Snowfall  itself  was  of  only  nominal  consequence, 
but  the  severe  drifting  brought  about  by  the  gale  force 
winds  and  biting  cold  that  followed  the  storm  and  per- 
sisted through  the  end  of  the  month,   provided  much  hard- 
ship and  inconvenience  throughout  the  State. 

Almost  as  the  snow  stopped  falling  during  the  evening  of 
the  29th,    strong,    gusty,   northwest  winds  ushered  in  fri- 
gid Arctic  air  from  northern  Canada.     Sustained  wind 
velocities  of  25  to  40  m.  p.  h.  with  gusts  to  50  m.  p.  h.  and 
higher  persisted  through  the  31st;   while  temperatures 


remained  below  freezing  with  minima  near  zero  in  the  ^ 
south  and  5°  to  10°  below  zero  in  northern  sections.  Ex-r] 
tensive  drifting  was  reported  throughout  the  State  as  the  i 
wind-whipped  snow  was  piled  4  to  8  feet  high  in  many 
places.  Despite  round-the-clock  efforts  of  road  crews, 
many  secondary  and  rural  roads  remained  closed  forsev 
eral  days  while  work  was  concentrated  on  keeping  main  ' 
highways  open.  Snow  removal  costs  over  and  above  nor-« 
mal  operations  have  been  estimated  at  $1.  5  million  by  i 
the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Highways.  ^

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


In  keeping  with  the  trend  throughout  much  of  the  United 
States  and  around  the  world,   January  weather  in  Pennsyl- 
vania was  severely  cold  with  frequent  periods  of  precipi- 
tation,  mostly  in  the  form  of  snow. 

With  the  exception  of  only  a  few  days  during  the  first  half 
of  January,   biting  cold   and  strong  winds  kept  Pennsyl- 
vania in  a  deep  freeze  much  of  the  time.     On  a  monthly 
basis  temperature  averaged  4°  to  10°  below  normal.    Daily 
records  tumbled  on  a  number  of  days  throughout  the  State 
as  intense  arctic  cold  held  temperatures  at  well  below 
normal  levels  75  percent  of  the  time. 

Until  about  the  middle  of  the  month,   weather  conditions 
were  what  might  be  termed  'near  normal',   but  the  latter 
half  was  decidedly  more  severe.     Frequent  frigid  blasts 
interspersed  with  a  few  snowstorms  provided   some   of 
the  most  rigorous  weather  in  a  number  of  years,    espec- 
ially during  the  last  10   days  when  temperatures  remained 
well  below  normal,    sometimes  by  as  nnuch  as  20°  to  30°. 
The  coldest  day  occurred  on  the  24th  at  most  places  as 
minimum  readings  dropped  below  zero.     Records  tumbled 
at  a  number  of  stations.     Pittsburgh's  low  of  -18°  not  on- 
ly broke  the  previous  record  of  -11°  for  the  date,    set  in 
1882  and  equalled  in  1883  and  1936,  but  also  established  a 
new  low  record  for  the  month  of  January.     It  was  also  the 


second  lowest  temperature  ever  recorded  at  Pittsburgh. 
Even  lower  readings  were  observed  at  a  number  of  places 
in  the  northwestern  mountains  but  the  lowest  minima  in 
Pennsylvania  occurred  on  the  29th  when  extremes  dipped 
to  -28°  at  Clermont  and  to  -30°  at  Titusville.     Eastern 
Pennsylvania  fared  somewhat  better  as  most  minimum 
readings  remained  in  the  0°  to  -15°  range.     Some  moder-    ,, 
ation  was  noted,   however,   by  the  close  of  the  month.  jj 

Storms  of  the  23d,    26th,   and  27th  produced  the  bulk  of  the 
snow.     Amounts  were  not  excessive,  but  the  30  to  40 
m.  p.  h.   winds  that  accompanied  and  followed  the  storms 
created  near  blizzard  conditions  for  a  time.     Many  schools 
were  closed  for  several  days  due  to  drifted  roads.     The       , 
ground  remained  snow  covered  from  the  23d  through  the 
end  of  the  month. 

Due  to  the  persistent  cold  weather  most  rivers  and  stream, 
remained  ice-covered  through  the  month  with  thicknesses 
ranging  from  6  inches  to  2  feet.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Mild  and  sunny  but  rather  windy  weather  conditions  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  month.     The  10  to  15  percent  great- 
er than  normal  sunshine  contributed  appreciably  toward 
making  this  the  warmest  April  since  1960.     Under  bright 
sunny  skies  days  were  generally  mild,   but  night  time  tem- 
peratures dipped  to  near  and  below  the  freezing  mark  a 
number  of  times,  with  scattered  frost  in  low-lying  areas 
reported  as  late  as  the  28th.     Under  the  influence  of  rath- 
er intense  and  sometimes  fast-moving  pressure  systems, 
wind  was  unusually  strong,  averaging  some  2  to  4  m.  p.  h. 
greater  than  normal.     On  a  number  of  days,    speeds  aver- 
aged as  much  as  5  to  10  m.  p.  h.  greater  than  normal. 
Maximum  wind  speeds  too  were  exceptionally  high  with 
60  to  70  m.  p.  h.   and  higher  speeds  reported  in  gusts   on 
several  occasions,   usually  in  connection  with  fast-mov- 
ing frontal  systems.     As  a  result,   wind  damage  to  pro- 
perty throughout  the  State  was  higher  than  normal. 

The  customary  'April  showers',   while   normal  in  number, 
were  conspicuous  by  the  absence  of  appreciable  rainfall. 
Most  of  the  showers  and  thunderstorms  produced  less 
than  .  25  inch  of  rain  and  many  less  than  .  10  inch.     Con- 
sequently,   monthly  rainfall  totals  were  below  normal 


everywhere.     Amounts  of  only  30  to  80  percent  of  normal 
were  reported  most  places  and  as  little  as  10  percent  of 
normal  in  portions  of  several  southeastern  counties.  Most 
places  experienced  the  driest  April  since  1946  and  one  of 
the  driest  Aprils  of  record. 

The  combination  of  strong  winds  and  a  lack  of  rain,   es- 
pecially in  the   eastern  two-thirds  of  the  State,   dried  out 
top  soils  rapidly,   with  the  result  that  many  farmers  cur- 
tailed planting  operations  temporarily.     An  unusually 
large  number  of  forest  and  brush  fires  were  also  attri- 
buted to  the  dry  conditions.      Showers  and  thunderstorms 
the  last  two  days  alleviated  the  early  spring  dryness  some- 
what as  .  50  to  .  75  inch  rainfall  occurred  over  the  major 
portion  of  the  State.

SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


Record  low  temperatures,   early  frost,  and  persistent 
dryness  through  most  sections  of  Pennsylvania  were  the 
outstanding  weather  features  during  September. 

Several  outbreaks  of  cool  Canadian  air  plus  prevailing 
northwesterly  winds  during  the  month  provided  the  prime 
ingredients  for  making  this  one  of  the  coldest  Septembers 
on  record  in  Pennsylvania.     Temperatures  remained  be- 
low normal  about  two-thirds  of  the  time  with  departures 
of  as  much  as  12»  to  18°  reported  on  a  number  of  days.  The 
coldest  portion  of  the  month  occurred  from  the  13th 
through  15th  and  21st  through  25th  when  record  low  read- 
ings for  the  date  were  set  on  several  days.     Most  north- 
ern and  some  central  mountain  sections  experienced 
frost  and  freezing  temperatures  as  early  as  the  14th,  al- 
though the  first  general  freeze  did  not  materialize  until 
the  23d  and  24th.    All  except  the  southern  portions  of 
Lancaster.   Chester.   Bucks,  Montgomery,   and  Delaware 
counties  in  the  southeast,  the  river  valleys  in  the  south- 
west, and  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie,   realiz- 
ed freezing  temperatures  on  the  latter  dates.     This  was  a 
record  freeze  for  so  early  in  the  fall  and  ended  the  grow- 
ing season  prematurely.     Being  about  a  week  late  in 
getting  started  in  the  spring  and  ending  4  to  5  weeks 
ahead  of  normal  in  the  faU.  this  was  one  of  the  shortest 
growing  seasons  on  record  in  the  Keystone  State. 

Of  more  concern  during  the  month,  however,  was  the 
persistent  dryness    that  continued  through  the  sixth  con- 
secutive month  in  most  sections.     Not  only  were  monthly 
rainfall  totals  below  normal  by  up  to  several  inches,  but 
distribution  was  poor.      Showers  and  thunderstorms  on 
the  3d  and  a  more  general  rain  on  the  29th  produced  the 
major  portion  of  the  1.  50-to  2.  50-inch  rainfall  total  over 


75  percent  of  the  counties,   primarily  through  central  por- 
tions of  the  State.     During  the  25-day  interval  between 
significant  rains  only  a  few  generally  light   showers  were 
reported.     Even  the  storm  near  the  end  of  the  month  that 
benefited  most  areas  failed  to  produce  any  sizable 
amounts   in  most  southwestern  counties  with  the  result 
that  monthly  totals  in  this  area  were  less  than  1   inch  at 
a  number  of  places. 

In  the  southeast  the  rainfall  picture  was  entirely  differ- 
ent from  practically  all  other  sections  as  well  as  from 
preceding  months  in  the  same  area.     More  frequent 
showers  of  the  type  to  produce  sizable  rainfall  amounts 
changed  the  area  from  a  deficit  to  a  surplus  rainfall  area. 
Amounts  of  over  4  inches  were  reported  east  of  Yorkand 
Lebanon  Counties  and  south  of  Schuylkill,   Carbon,  and 
Monroe   counties.     Several  places  even  measured  m  ex- 
cess of  6   inches  for  the  wettest  September  in  25  years 
and  one  of  the  wettest  on  record. 

Aside  from  the  southeast,  however,  topsoils  and  sub- 
soils remained  unusually  dry  and  ground  water  losses 
were  large.      As  a  result,   some  springs  ceased  to  flow 
and  wells  went  dry.      Rivers,   reservoirs,   and  streams 
also  dropped  to  record  or  near  record  low  levels  durmg 
the  last  half  of  the  month.

SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


Under  the  influence  of  a  persistent  high-pressure  system 
centered  over  the  southeastern  United  States,   Pennsyl- 
vania experienced  "Indian  Summer"  like  weather  through 
nearly  the  entire  month.     Clear  sunny  skies  with  mild 
temperatures  and  generally  light  winds  prevailed.     Many 
places  reported  the  sunniest  October  on  record  which  in- 
fluenced temperatures  to  a  large  extent  as  shown  by  the 
fact  that,  although  daily  temperatures  averaged  1°  to  6° 
above  normal,   afternoon  maximum  readings  averaged  up 
to  10°  above  normal.     Nighttime  temperatures,   reflect- 
ing the  effects  of  maximum  radiational  cooling,   remain- 
ed near  normal  or  even  below  normal  levels  so  that  the 
daily  temperature  range  was  considerably  greater  than 
normal. 

While  the  weather  during  October  was  ideal  for  many 
outdoor  activities,   it  left  much  to  be  desired   rainfall- 
wise.     The  tendency  toward  dryness,   in  evidence  through 
practically  the  entire  year,   intensified  during  October 
with  the  result  that  conditions  deterioriated  to  the  point 
where  a  full  scale  drought  developed.     With  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  places  in  southwestern  and  northwestern 
counties  where  rainfall  totaled  around  1  inch,   monthly 
precipitation  ranged  mostly  from  none  at  a  number  of 
stations  in  southern  areas  to  0.  30  inch  elsewhere  for  the 


driest  October  since  1924  and  one  of  the  driest  months  of 
record. 

Water  shortages  became  critical  during  the  month  as 
rivers   and  streams  dropped  to  record  and  near  record 
low  levels.     Thirty  communities  were  forced  to  turn  to 
emergency  water  supplies  as  storage  in  reservoirs  drop- 
ped to  dangerously  low  levels.     Many  springs  ceased  to 
flow  and  a  number  of  wells  went  dry  as  ground  water  sup- 
plies continued  to  decrease.      The  unusually  dry  topsoils 
retarded  the  germination  of  fall-sown  grains  and  the 
growth  of  seedlings  was  adversely  affected.      All  state 
parks  and  forests  were  closed  as  the  potential  danger  of 
fire   increased.     Even  so,   800  forest  fires  were  reported 
for  the  greatest  monthly  total  of  record.     The  Governor 
also  banned  smoking  and  camp  fires  within  200  feet  of  any 
woods  and  the  small  game  hunting  season  was  temporar- 
ily suspended.

SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


The  long-awaited  and  overdue  rains  finally  came  to  Penn- 
sylvania during  November.     In  contrast  to  the  previous  7 
months,   when  rainfall  was  subnormal  in  most  places, 
November  amounts  were  above  normal  just  about  every- 
where.    In  fact,    a  number  of  areas  in  eastern  sections 
and  a  few  along  the  western  slopes  of  the  Alleghenies  re- 
ceived up  to  twice  the  normal  monthly  amount.     In  these 
areas,  totals  ranged  from  4  to  6  inches  generally  for  the 
greatest  monthly  amount  in  several  years  and  among  the 
greatest  November  totals  of  record.     Elsewhere  amounts 
ranged  downward  to  2.  5  inches  in  parts  of  several  south- 
western counties. 

Two  storms  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  rainfall. 
The  first  occurred  on  the  6th  and  7th  during  which  time 
2  to  3  inches  of  precipitation  was  measured  in  most  sec- 
tions for  the   greatest  single   storm   rainfall   in  more 
than   2   years.     Another  storm  on  the   29th  and   30th 
deposited  an  additional  1  to  2  inches.     While  the  rainfall 


from  these  storms  was  considerable,   it  fell  at  only  light 
to  moderate  rates  so  that  most  of  it  was  absorbed  by  the 
soil.      As  a  result,   soil  moisture  supplies,   at  least  in  the 
surface  layers,  were  replenished  and  winter  grains  and 
grasses  responded  accordingly.      Since  there  was  rela- 
tively  little  runoff,    however,    rivers  and  streams  remain- 
ed at  subnormal  levels.     Ground  water  in  most  observa- 
tion wells  throughout  the  State  also  remained  at  near  re- 
cord low  levels.
